Claims 13-14, drawn to a method of promoting CNS neuron growth by 
employing Sp-cAMP and Sp-8-bromo-cAMP, classified in class 514, 
subclass 46. 

V. Claims 15-17, drawn to a method of promoting CNS neuron growth by 
employing cGMP derivatives, classified in 514, subclass 45. 

VI. Claim 18, drawn to a method of promoting CNS neuron growth by 
employing SNAP, classified in class 514, subclass 192. 

VII. Claims 19-20, drawn to a method of promoting CNS neuron growth by 
employing SNAP-1 and SNAP-2, classified in class 514, subclass 8. 

VIII. Claim 21 , drawn to a method of promoting CNS neuron growth by 
employing NOC-18, classified in class 514, subclass 565. 
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IX. Claim 22, drawn to a method of promoting CNS neuron growth by 
employing NOC-3, classified in class 514, subclass 614. 

X. Claim 23, drawn to a method of promoting CNS neuron growth by 
employing IBMX, classified in class 514, subclass 263.34. 

XL Claim 24, drawn to a method of promoting CNS neuron growth by 
employing rolipram, classified in class 514, subclass 424. 

Claims 1-3 and 25-27 link(s) inventions l-XI. The restriction requirement among 
the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 1-3 
and 25-27.

In 
the instant case the different inventions have employed different compounds or class of 
compounds with vastly diverse structures. There is no core structure among the 
compounds of the different invention groups. Therefore, the modes of operation for the 
inventions are different. The search for all these different compounds encompassed by 
the claims would impose an undue burden to the Office. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because the above restriction/election requirement is complex, a telephone call 
to applicant's agent to request an oral election was not made.
